Thar this good Union betwixt the above-ſaid-King and the 
States General , may the ſooner take its effe&, it is by them

lication of this Treaty ot Peace, all Aftions of Hoſtility ſhall 
on both Sides be immeciatly forbid, and no Commiſſion, 
Inſtruction, ot Oicder, privacly or publickly, dire&ly or in- 
directly, be on <cither Side given or countenanced , for the 
Intcſtins, Arraquing, Fighting, or Spoiling of each other, 
their Pominions or Subjects ; but on the contrary, all peace- 
able and amicable Comportmenrs enjoyned to the Subjects -of 
borh-Nations, |

But ig reſpe&t Diſtances of Places are ſo different, that the 
Orders and Commands of the 'reipe&ive Sovereigns cannot at 
the ſame time teach all their Subjects, it hath been thought fic 
eo appoint thele tollowing Limits tor the commiring any Ads 
of Hoſtility or Force upon each other : viz, That after the 
expiration of Twelve dayes following the Publication of this 
Treaty, no Hoſtility ſhall be aRed from the Soundizes to the 
Naz in Norway, nor after the. term of Six weeks, betwixt the 
Soundings and Tanger ; nor after the term of Ten weeks be- 
twixt the ſaid Tanger and the equator , neither inthe Ocean, 
Mediterranean, or elſewherez nor after the Term of F-ighe 
moneths, in any Part of the World : And whatſoever ARions 
ot Hoſtility and Force ſhall be committed after the expiration 
of the aforeſaid Terms, upon colour of whatſoever former 
Commiſſion, Letters of Mart, or the like, ſhall be deemed as 
Illegal, and the Actors obliged to make Reparation and 
Satistation , and puniſhed as Violators of the publick 
Peace,

T hat the aforeſaid States General of the United Provinces, in 
due acknowledgment on their part of the King of Great 
Britaiz's Right to have His Blag reſpected. in the Seas here- 
after mentioned, ſhall and do Declaze,and Agree, That what- 
ever Ships or Veſlcls belonging to the ſaid United Provinces, 
whether Veſſels of War or others, . or whether fingle or in 
Fleets, ſhall meer in any of the Seas from Cape Finiſterre to the 
Midle Point of the Land Yan State in Norway, with any 
Ships or Veſſels belonging to His Majeſty of Great Britain, 
whether thoſe Ships be ſingle or in greater number,if they car. 
ry His Majeſty of Great Britains Flag or Jack, the aforeſaid 
Dutch Veſſels or Ships ſhall ſtrike their Flag and lower their 
Top-fail, in the ſame manner, and with as much reſpe&@, as 
hath at any time, or inany place, been formerly praQtiſed to-

Whereas the Colony of S#r5nam, and the Articles made 
upon the Surrender thereof, 1667, betwixt William Riam; 
then Governour thereot for His Majeſty of Great Britain, and, 
Abraham Quirins, Commander tor the States General, have. 
| In the execution of them adminiſtred much occafion of diſ+. 
pute; and contributed much to the late miſunderſtanding bes. 
twixt His Majeſty and the (aid States General : To remove 
all grounds of future miſtakes , the ſaid States General do by 
theſe Agree and Coven1nt with the ſaid King of Great Bri- 
#4in , That not only the forenamed Articles ſhall be executed 
without any manner of tergivei{ation or equivocations bur 
that likewiſe it ſhall be free tor His Majeſty to depute one or 
moe perſons thither,to ſee the condition of His Subje&s there, 
and to adjuſt with chem a time for their departure, And thar 
it ſhall be lawful for His Majeſty to ſend one, two, or three 
Ships 4t one time, and thereon to embarque and carry away 
the ſaid Subjets , th-ir Goods an! Slaves, And that the 
then Governour there for the States General, ſhallnor tnake 
or execute any Law, whereby the buying or ſelling of Land, 
paying of Debts , or commutration of Goods , ſhall be other- 
wiſe qualified to the Engliſh, then it hath or ſhall be to all 
other Inhabitants of the Colony ; but that during their ſtay, 
they ſhall enjoy the ſame Laws and Priviledges of ſuing for 
Debts, and paying their Debts, making Bargains and Con- 
trads, as hath been uſuilly praQiſed amongſt the other In- 
habitantsz; And that whenſoever His Majeſty of Great Bri- 
tain ſhall defire of the States General , ſufficient, and authen- 
tique Letters to the Governour of the ſaid Colony , to ſuffer 
the ſaid Engliſh todepart , and permit the caning ot the ſaid 
Ships , the ſaid States General ſhall within the ſpace of fif- 
reen-dayes after ſuch demand , deliver unto whomſoeyer de- 
put::d by His Majeſty of Great 5r:ta:z» for that purpole,}.full 
and ſufficient Letters and Inftrutions to their Governour 
there, for permitting the arrival of the Ships, as well as the 
embarquing of ſuch of -His Majeſties Subje&s as ſhall declare 
themſelves willing to go away , with their Goods and Slaves, 
to be tranſported where His Majeſty ſhall direc,

That whereas the moſt Serene Queen Regent of Spaiy hath 
oiven Aſſurahce to His Mijeſty ot Great Britain, That the 
ſaid States General ſhould upon the making of the Peace , pay 
unto His ſaid Majeſty che King of Great Britain, the Sum of 
Eight hundred thouſand Patacoons, ; The ſaid States General 
do Promiſe and Covenant to pay the ſaid 800000 Patacoons 
in this tollowing manner, viz, A fourth part affoon as the Ra- 
rification of this Treaty ſhall be mucnally Exhibited , and the 
reſt; the three enſuing Years by equal Portions,

Sealed with their Great Seals, conceived and written'ih ſuffici- 
ent, valid, and effectual Form , and ſhall deliver, or cauſe the 
ſame to be delivered rectprocally , within Four Weeks after 
the Date of theſe Preſents, ( or ſooner it it may be) bone fide,

Laſtly, Aſſoon as the ſaid Ratifications ſhall have been dae- 
ly and mutually Exhibited and Exchanged, the Peace ſhall be 
Proclaimed at the Hague, within Four and twenty hours after 
the Delivery and Exchange there made of the ſaid Ratifica-
